i STiere Is Ko feentimcnt la the Manage- 


ment of 1'his Vast Property—Tenants 
Must IFnce tho Music—Not Tery Pro- 
gressive and Wait For Others to Lead. 


Wo arc all inclined to regard tho 


great American landlord, with disfavor. 
Ho is associated in our minds with tho 
idea of high, rents, demanded the instant 
they are due, with unfulfilled promis=e,s 
as to repairs and litfclo improvements 
that would add so much to our comfort 
imd with many other small annoyances 
that make him the man terrible, the 
man unfaithful, the man hostile. 


Through the obscurity of these preju- 


dices 5 't, is doubtful if many .of us e>ce 
him clearly or judge him fairly. Ac- 
cording as we aro near moving day or 
not aud as we teouro repairs wo are apt 
to regard him as a-very disagreeable 
person, indeed, with few of the higher 
human attributes or else the reverse, 
and in tho meantime we pay rent and 
tolerate him because ho continues to ex- 
ist and tho law protects him. 


Perhaps tho best example of the 


American landlord is Astor, or rather 
the A&tors Tho interests of this famous 
New York family are so numerous and 
so extensive, so widely distributed aud 
to varied in character, that as landlords 
they bold fcway over all classes of so- 
ciety, occupying overy kind of struc- 
ture. Tben, too, tho Astors are typical in 
that no sentiment enters into the man- 
agement of their properties, and, after 
all, this is true of the management of 
most real estate in this city. 


As landlords the Astors demand the 


market rato for rents, and they demand 
it the first of overy month or quarter, 
as tho case may be. Sooner than make 
material concessions in the amount to 
bo paid on a lease the Astors will allow 
a liouso to remain vacant, not one sea- 
son or year only, but two, three or 
moro years, and if then a good tenant 
is not at hand the building will bo al- 
tered, provided the condition of the 
neighborhood requires it. It is appar- 
ent, therefore, that the Astors get tho 
figures they ask. These are not the high- 
est paid, for the estates take no risks, 
but they are well up to the average. 


No one possibly requires more assur- 


ance of responsibility in tenants than 
the Astors. References as to character 
and financial standing must be forth- 
coming if you would bo an Astor tenant, 
and they must, bo moro than paper ref- 
erences, for they will be investigated 
carefully. If you aro unknown or can- 
not bhow who you are and what you 
have got, and that you are fairly cer- 
tain of being able to meet tho rent for 
the term of tho lease, do not try to rent 
an Astor house. Tou will be refused. 


As a matter of fact, the Astor rent 


rolls, if ono could secure copies of them, 
would bo an excellent commercial di- 
rectory, far more reliable within the 
limited sphere, perhaps, than anything 
ever attempted in this city_. Ninety-five 
per cent of tho persons whose names are 
ou thorn pay the rent they agreed to pay 
on the first of every month. Those on 
the rolls who do not disappear when 
their leases are up or before if possible 
The Astors aro not hard landlords, but 
they aro -\ ery businesslike, and the dis- 
possess proceeding is resorted to when- 
over occasion demands. 


Though of Dutch stock the Astors 


havo no feeling of friendliness for tho 
liquor traffic. The saloon keeper is not 
wanted, even at tho high rates ho offers, 
and neither is any other sort of tenant 
who is likely to clash with the police. 
From time to time, of course, persons 
not in favor with the authorities creep 
into Astor properties, but when discov- 
ered they are ousted as quickly and as 
quietly as possible. 


So far as improvements go, the estates 


aro behind many of the other large 
landlords and a host of tho smaller ones. 
Up to a very recent period the manage- 
ment of the family possessions was ex- 
ceedingly unprogrossive, and it is hard- 
ly up to what might be expected of it 
yet. It is urged in defense of this policy 
that various sections of tho city in 
which Astor holdings are large are at 
present undergoing a change and that 
alterations appropriate m character will 
be mado later. That is tho trouble with 
the Astors. They are always backward 
in aiding a change. Their conservatism 
holds thnm in check, while smaller and 
weaker men take tho risk, and often 
they stand in tho way of progress by 
presenting immense blocks, of property 
directly in the lino of great improve- 
ments. If changes aro effected all around 
thorn, thoy will alter also, but they aro 
always the last to do so. 


In the matter of individual repairs, 


decorations anil tho like they are not 
liberal, but they have the reputation of 
doing what they promise. Usually resi- 
dences are put in order betoic the new 
tenant goes in, and then the occupant 
has got to be very carof nl. It is not ex- 
pected by tho estates that much money 
will be spent upon the house except at 
long intervals. 


The Astors hold few tenements and 


flats directly, though they own the 
ground upon which hundieds of such 
structures stand. This kind ot building 
is not popular with either branch of 
the family, and they only havo to do 
-with ib so far as receiving leasehold 
rents are concerned. Dwellings in great 
number and comprising fiM. lauds, iroin 
ono bringing in hundreds yearly to one 
yielding thousands, and business and 
office buildings and hotels aro chiefly 
the income producers aside from tho 
leasehold properties. 


How much thoss rents amount to per- 


haps only the Asters can tell, but tho 
real estate of the two branches of the 
family is worth nearly $,200,000,000, 
according to a conservative estimate, 
and most of it is rented. If it averaged

CHRISTMAS AND WINTER GOODS* 


United States mint at Carson, are 
heavily handicapped by the dishonesty 
of those who held positions in that in- 
stitution under former Republican Ad- 
ministrations. The fact that $75,000 or 
more was stolen from the mint by men 
who were paid and sworn to protect 
the public property, and that almost 
all the prominent Republicans in the 
State, as well as the party press, did 
all in their power to shield the thieves 
from the just consequences of their 
crimes is now, according to reports 
from Washington, being used by non- 
resident Republicans as an argument 
against the appointment of Nevada Re- 
publicans to places of profit or trust in 
the mint. 


It has developed that a trusted agent 


of the Treasury Department, who had 
been connected with the mints for a 
quarter of a century or more, was com- 
missioned to visit Nevada and investi- 
gate the mint shortage. He spent some 
months in the State pending the trial 
of two of those charged with being 
responsible for the shortage, and is 
said to have taken notes of the pro- 
ceedings, which he reported to his de- 
partment with the names of prominent 
Republicans who took an active part 
in shielding the thieves, and extracts 
from newspapers, all Republican of 
course, which alleged that the Govern- 
ment was persecuting men, who bad 
rendered valuable services to the party, 
because of their political principles. 
The reports of the agent are said to be 
on file in the archives of tbe Treasury 
^Department, and are brought up to 
confront nearly every Republican from 
Nevada who applies for a position in 
the mint. It is not probable, there- 
fore, that any Republican from the 
Westsrn part of Nevada will be ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the mint, 
and it is. likely that a non-resident will 
be given the place. 


Of course, there are honest Repnbli- 


caos in Nevada, men who condemned 
the mint robbery as they did tbe theft 
of $100,000 from the State School Fund 
some years ago, though the plunderers 
were connected with them by the ties 
of party, and it seems unjust to black 
list them for the offenses of their poli- 
tical associates, but the non-rasident 
place hunter cares nothing for the 
right or wrong of it if he can only 
secure office by making it appear to 
tbe Administration that Nevada Re- 
publicans cannot be trusted in any 
position nuder the Government where 
they have an opportunity to steal. 
They point to the State treasury and 
tbe mint under Republican rale to 
show that the m»n who Hue hired for 
free coinage in May and against it in 
July are predisposed to appropriating 
public funds to their own private uses 
whenever opportunity to do so is given 
them, and unfottunately for the Ne- 
vada applicant be cannot successfully 
refute the accusation.

THE SITUATION AT DAWSON. 


The Alaska Commercial Company at 


Sau Francisco has received a letter 
from J. E. Hansen, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the company's business in 
th'j Yukon region, in which he states 
that starvation is impending at Daw- 
sou. 
He says that at least one thous- 


and persons will have a desperate 
struggle to keep alive this winter. 
There are now about 5,000 people at 
Damon and at most not more than 
enough supplies to sustain 3,500 per- 
sons until the opening of the season 
next spring. It is evident under such 
conditions that some must suffer for 
food, if they do not die of actual star- 
vation, during the winter. 


Ihis information is doubtless reli- 


able. It comes from tbe trusted agent 
of a cjmpany that has been doing 
business in Alaska for years. 
He con- 


firms the reports of a scarcity ot pro- 
visions in Dawson and the Klondike 
mines, and as no considerable number 
o* persons will lie down and quietly 
starve to death, while there are pro- 
visions in the camp, it is not improb- 
able that serious riots will occur in the 
camp during the winter. 


The Government has been Jasked to 


send a relief expedition to the Klon- 
dike, but it appears tnat tnere are 
no funds available for that purpose 
and nothing will be done natil Con- 
gress meets and an appropriation is 
made for the relief of tbe starving 
Klondikers. Private parties are pre- 
paring to take provisions to the Yukon 
by way of Chilooot Pass this winter. 
It is a hazardous undertaking, but the 
Government will have no great diffi- 
culty in finding hardy, able-bodied men 
to brave the rigors of an Alaskan 
winter to relieve their fellow men, and 
if Congress, which convenes next Mon- 
day, acts at once the expedition can be 
on the way to Alaska in ten days or 
less. 


IT is now claimed by the Postoffloe 


Department that tho so-called "miss- 
ing letter" and "missing word" con- 
torts conducted by a number of pub- 
lishers and advertisers to increase 
their business comes under tho lottery 
law According to this law the Post- 
master-General, if satisfactory evidence 
is produced that inducements of this 
character are offered to gain patronage, 
is required to prohibit the delivery of 
all mail matter addressed to such a 
concern.

'he headquarters for the.whole world. 


Atlantic Currents. 


It is an interesting fact in the records 


of scientific progress that the United 
States navy has for a long time past 
been dropping bottles overboard in the 
Atlantic ocean at the Azores, in deep 
•water along the coast of Spain and from 
the Madeira and the Canaries south- 
ward along the coast of Africa. The 
fact that all these bottles that have 
been recovered have been found on the 
coast of South America, on the Antil- 
les, and some of them as for west as 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, suggests 
the inference that every buoyant object 
which has been dropped into the ocean 
during the present geological epoch by 
prehistoric or historic Spaniards, Por- 
tuguese or Africans has found its way 
to America and been stranded some- 
where between the tenth parallel south 
and tho thirtieth parallel uoith. Ill (lie 
northern part of the Atlantic oceau the 
currents run the other way, and the 
mails have been delivered from Ameri- 
ca to Europe. In the Pacific ocean the 
daily mails delivered on the west coast 
of America from Mount St. Elias south- 
ward have proceeded from about the 
twentieth parallel north, in the vicini- 
ty of the Malay peninsula and archipel- 
ago, thence have traveled through the 
China sea and tho Japanese sea to pick 
up matters designed for the western 
hemisphere. 


Eureka Gas. 


The name of Eureka gas is given to a 


new illuminant, expected to rival acety- 
lene. This gas, as described in Inven- 
tion and originated by M. Hector do 
Favi of Moutetiascone, Italy, is obtained 
as follows: Lime as pure as possible is 
employed as a base, colophony and cal- 
cium carbide being added—1,000 parts 
of the mixture ready for use consisting 
of 900 of quicklime, 50 of colophony 
and 50 of calcium carbide—and thoro is 
said to be no liability of explosion by 
mixing with air. No heating of water 
and no special burner is needed. One 
thousand parts of tho mixture give 60 
liters of gas at a pressure of 85 milli- 
meters of water, and the photometric 
intensity of the flame is stated lo be 
03.4 candle hours, while the same 
amount of calcium carbide employed 
singly would give only 18 cancllo hours, 
Thus, it is asserted, tho new gas is 60 
per cent cheaper than acetylene, or that 
at equal cost it will give half as much 
more light.
